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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application is a CIP of SN 09918843 which became Pat. #6719151 (expired due to 
nonpayment of maintenance fees). 

Half of the independent claims recite a method, apparatus and system wherein 
the front and rear members are adjustable by bending to accomodate different widths of 
products and can best be seen in Figures 14A and B and 20A, this feature not being 
present in the parent application nor fairly suggested by the prior art. The other half of 
the independent claims emphasize that "the first wire side rail member is positioned 
below the outermost point of the first edge and the second wire side rail is positioned 
below the outermost point of the second edge" also not present in the parent application 
nor fairly suggested by any combination of the prior art for any purpose. The closest 
prior art is considered to be Jarecki cited earlier in the prosecution of this application. 
The claims previously withdrawn from prosecution are cancelled by examiner's 
amendment below; therefore, the remaining claims 1,39,41-44,46-52,55,56,59-61,63-65 
are allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
